1 . ON JULY 12, WALTER SIMONS (ICP DEPUTY DIRECTOR) MET 

WITH DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY ROBERT BARRY, PAUL BYRNES 
(IO/AGR) AND CHESTER NORRIS (IO/DHP) TO DISCUSS POSSIBLE 
ALTERNATIVES FOR MAINTAINING SOME TYPE OF ICP LINK WITH 
THE UN SYSTEM. IN LIGHT OF FAILURE TO REACH CONSENSUS 
ON ESTABLISHING ICP-UNDP LINK AT UNDP GOVERNING COUNCIL, 
SIMONS NEEDS TO PRESENT ALTERNATIVES TO THE ICP 
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EXECUTIVE BOARD MEETING, JULY 24 IN GENEVA. 

2. SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM HAS SAID HE WISHES UNDP 
ADMINISTRATOR BRADFORD MORSE TO FURTHER EXPLORE POSSIBIL- 
ITIES OF A SOLUTION TO THE QUESTION OF FINDING A NEW HOME 
FOR ICP. MORSE WILL BE REPORTING TO THE ICP EXECUTIVE 
BOARD AT THIS JULY 24 MEETING. THEREFORE, THE NEXT 
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PROPOSALS MUST BE OUTCOME OF WALDHEIM-MORSE-SIMONS EFFORTS. 
SIMONS NOTED THAT FOR THE SHORT TERM ICP HAS FUNDS WITH 
WHICH TO OPERATE AND WHAT IS SOUGHT IS SOME TYPE OF 
HOLDING ACTION UNTIL OTHER OPTIONS CAN BE MORE FULLY 
EXPLORED. 

3. DURING DISCUSSION BARRY URGED IDEA OF ICP LINK WITH 
UNIDO, NOTING THAT THIS WOULD BE LOGICAL PLACE IN UN 
SYSTEM FOR THE ORGANIZATION AND THAT THIS WOULD COMPLEMENT 
US EFFORTS TO BUILD A REVITALIZED UNIDO WHICH WOULD PURSUE 
PROGRAMS US COULD SUPPORT. HE NOTED US INTEREST IN 
REPLACING KHANE AS UNIDO EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR WHEN HIS TERM 
EXPIRES THIS YEAR AS AN ELEMENT FOR ICP TO CONSIDER IN 
MAKING ITS DECISION. SIMONS INDICATED LESS WILLINGNESS 

TO CONSIDER UNIDO LINK THAN INDICATED IN REFTEL B, NOTING 
THAT UNIDO HAS A BAD NAME WITH US INDUSTRY MEMBERS AND 
THAT IN ANY CASE THERE WAS NO GUARANTEE THAT NORDICS MIGHT 
NOT ALSO BLOCK UNIDO LINK. 

4. WHAT ICP WANTS IS THE KIND OF ''CONSORTIUM' 1 LINK WITH 
UNIDO, OTC AND WORLD BANK DESCRIBED IN REFTEL (B) WITH 
QUASI NGO STATUS BUT LED BY PERMANENT SECRETARIAT FUNC- 
TIONING AS PART OF UNSEC. THIS IS WHAT ICP HOPES WILL 
COME OUT OF JULY 24 MEETING WITH SUPPORT FROM WALDHEIM 
AND MORSE, ALTHOUGH ICP MIGHT STILL BE INTERESTED IN A 
TIE TO A REVITALIZED UNIDO AFTER A TRANSITION PERIOD 
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UNDER THE NEW YORK ARRANGEMENT. 

5. BARRY INDICATED STRONG US SUPPORT FOR AN ICP LINKED 
TO THE UN. HE SAID US WOULD SUPPORT THE CONSORTIUM
